I T lias long been the feeling of some of the men who take great 
interest in the welfare of Stevens and its institutions, that the 
Institute is not receiving the prominence in the public press 
which its position in the engineering world would seem to war¬ 
rant. We do not imagine that the Stevens athletic news is of as 
much interest to the public as is that of the very large universi¬ 
ties, nor do we expect that the minute details of our training 
system or the gossip of rubbers or attendants will be exploited in 
the daily press ; but we do believe that if the results of grammar 
school and high school games find a place in a paper’s columns, 
surely the details and scores of the games played by Stevens 
Institute are worthy of a place there.

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Faculty Notes. 


The International Congress of Arts and Sciences has been in 
session at St. Louis during the summer. At a meeting of the 
Mechanical Engineering Section, held on September 23rd, Prof. 
Denton presided in place of Pres. Humphreys. Prof.. Denton 
delivered a paper entitled, ‘ The best Economy of the Piston En¬ 
gine at the Advent of the Steam Turbine,” which, while descrip¬ 
tive of the principal types of turbines now in use, also gave a 
history of the reciprocating engine and stated the limits of that 
engine’s development. Mr. E. D. Estrada ’83 acted as secretary 
to Dr. Denton. 


President Humphreys has presented $5000 to the Institute 
to be used in founding a scholarship in honor of his second son. 
It will know as the Crombie Humphreys Scholarship, the pre¬ 
sentation of which is in the control of the President, subject to the 
conditions of entrance examinations. 


The faculty has under consideration the adoption of a rule 
by which a student receiving a certain number of conditions, will 
immediately lose his right to attend classes. The position of the 
man to whom this rule would apply, would be identical with that 
of the man who now fails in a re-examination. 


Work on the Annual Catalogue of the Institute for 1904- 
1906 is already under way. It is planned to have the catalogue 
ready for distribution by January 1st, 1905. 


Prof. Ganz is planning, for the Senior Class, several short 
inspection trip to various alternating current power stations in 
and around New York. 


Prof. Kroeh’s optional (and additional) class in Spanish was 
organized on Monday, October 10th. The class started with 12 
students who form the nucleus of what we hope is the first of a 
number of elective courses. The class meets at 4 o’clock on Mon¬ 
days, Tuesdays and Thursdays.

The fellows are coming out and are working hard ; and, what’s 
more, they’re helping the team. The Scrub Team is - being 
coached by J. K. Burton, formerly of Penna. State College, but 
now under Dr. Pond.
